Ex-Senator Edmunds' Letter to Ex- 


Governor Stewart of Vermont. 


Ex-Senator Edmunds of Vermont 


in a letter to Ex-Governor Stewart 
strongly 
apposes 
expansion. 
The 


letter was published in Bulletin of 
the American l^on & Steel associa- 
tion. The Bulletin was handed to us 
by Mr. York. Senator Edmunds says: 


My Dear Governor:—Yours of the 


2d instaut_was duly received, asking 
me to state what I think respecting 
the proposed acquisition of the Philip- 
pine islands by the United States. 
As you know, that archipelago con- 
sists of 1,000 or 1,200 islands, em- 
bracing 114,000 square miles, and ex- 
tending 
over a large area of the 


Pacific and China Sea, in the heart of 
the tropics. 
It is subject to, and 


frequently experiences earthquakes 
and hurricanes. It contains 
alto- 


gether about 7,000,000 inhabitants, 
being about sixty to the square mile, 
and just about double the population 
of Vermont to the square mile. 


Before the war with Spain take it 


that nine-tenths of the intelligent 
people of the 
United States would 


have thought it bordering on mad- 
ness to have taken these islands into 
our domain. Their population is al- 
most entirely what may fairly be 
called savage, and absolutely incap- 
able of anything ,tbat civilization 
would call self-government. 
And if 


their inhabitants were as peaceable 
as the best of other tropical countries 
they would still be (as all experience 
has proved) incapable of governing 
themselves. 
Our only motive for 


their acquisition, therfore, must be 
the material advantages supposed by 
some to How from 
controlling the 


products of the islands and their 
trade. We get all the products of the 
islands now that we wish for, and on 
the same terms that other nations|do. 
If we take them the cost will be pre- 
cisely the same, unless we adopt the 


i

sessions of the great manufacturing 
and trading Powers, 
which 
would 


leaYe the balance of disadvantages 
vastly against us. 


In a business point of view we 


must take into consideration the cost 
of governing the islands. This cost 
cannot, in all human probability, be 
met by the taxation of the inhabi- 
tants to any considerable extent Na- 
ture supplies them with substantially 
all the food and clothing they re- 
quire, and they are, of course, indis- 
posed to laboreor thrift. 
If we take 


them we must govern them by ex- 
ternal power, and not through any 
autonomy of their own. This means 
a large and expensive civil list, gov- 
ernors, 
councilors, 
administrators, 


officers of justice, and so forth, and 
so forth, who must, in the main, be 
paid 
nut of the 
treasury of the 


United States. 
The climate is, of 


course, very unwholesome for Ameri- 
cans, and the death rate of our offi- 
cers there would be very large. It 
will also require an American army 
of defense and for the preservation of 
peace and order of many thousand 
men, and an American navy of six or 
more ships and probably 2,000 men, 
all exposed, like the civilians, to the 
constant hostility of the climate, to 
say nothing of that of the inhabi- 
tants of most, if not all, of the 
islands. 
Are we, under such circum- 


stances, to force a government upon 
them? 


The present condition between our- 


selves and Spain in regard 
to the

and faith that we had no purpose of 
territorial aggrandizement even as to 
Cuba, only 100 miles form our shores. 
It is true the victor who has, made 
war for humanity is entitled to in- 
demnity; but he has nc right to be 
extortionate because he is strong. 


The cession of Porlo Rico and one 


of the Ladrones for a coaling station 
and refuge on the way from our west- 
ern coast to Asiatic ports is ample for 
every expense of the war that can be 
measured by money value. 
Even 


Porto Rico would be, as a part of the 
United States, an injury to us in the. 
long run, but for its situation in con- 
nection with the Nicaragua canal. 
Already some newspaper writers have 
opened the question of its admission 
as a state of the Union, with senators 
aaving an equal voice in making laws 
for this country with that of senators 
from Vermont or New York or any 
oilier state. 
The sober-minded in- 


habitants-of each cf the states should 
consider the enormous danger of intro- 
ducing such elements and such a 
power into the senate, where all our 
states stand equal, and which, as 
John Adams described it, is 
"the 


the anchor of the Republic" and the 
only security of state rights.

Vest declared, was a "scandal and dis- 
grace." He said he had been amused 
at the suggestion of the president 
made in his message submitted yes- 
terday that our carrying trade be en- 
couraged by the' payment of subsidies. 
. "Under the proposed policy in the 
administration," continued Mr. Vest, 
"we are to build a great navy. We are 
to cease to be a nation of traders, and 
under the impulse of the policy of ex- 
pansion become a nation of warriors.

I would 
also let our people, through the bene- 
ficient effects of such trade, buy where 
they can buy cheapest."

They worked an hour before 
the fire was under control. 


The room in which the fire started 


is a total wreck, being charred by the 
flame.

Directly in the rear'of the room in 


which the fire started was another 
room whirh was occupied by Ander 
on Bros. They used it as a mbbcr 
room and it was heavily stocked with 
rubber goods.
